American Products in Foreign Fields 


By GEO. ED. SMITH

URING the war we mobilized 
D the thinking brains of the country 

and solved the great problem which 
then confronted us. I believe that now 
there is even greater need for leadership 
of that character. The reason why we 
have not that leadership now is because 
we are thinking as individualists. It 
takes some big crisis for us to pick out 
leaders, and follow these leaders along 
the paths and lines that they have thought 
out. What the country needs is thinkers 
—not individual and selfish thinkers, 
but thinkers who can find a solution to 
the big problem which America faces 
today. We need group thinking, we must 
stand solidly behind these thinkers and 
leaders, and then the problem will be 
solved. The whole solution resolves itself 
into the fact that international trade 
must have a broader basis. It must be 
spread further out to the people, but 
in order to do that, it is necessary that 
confidence be displayed in those who 
attempt the solution of a problem cf such 
a tremendous character. 


N THIS whole situation, there are more 

factors that are favorable than un- 
favorable. The recognition of the need for 
a readjustment of taxation is one of the 
biggest things in the correction of the 
situation. There is no question but that 
the refunding of the bond issues will 
have a very beneficial effect. There is 
no question but that the recognition on 
the part of Mr. Harding that export 
trade must be put on a sound basis, and 
that we must buy in order to keep on 
selling, is striking right at the heart of the 
proposition. Another favorable factor 
is the realization of the need for the 
development of our natural resources, 
and the rediréction of the energies of the 
people of this United States—the neces- 
sity for the mobilization of the brains, 
of the inventive genius of the country, 
—the necessity for the mobilizing of the 
country’s banking brains—all are very 
favorable. Another aid is the tremendous 
crops, a great portion of which we can 
sell abroad. We are not going to have 
want and misery in this country. 


a the problem gets down to an 
economic one, and one of the most 
important phases in export trade now is 


the placing of Mr. Hoover in the Cabinet. 
Mr. Hoover is a man in whom the country 
places great confidence. He brings with 
him broad vision and great experience 
in foreign matters. I know Mr. Hoover 
—have sat with him in councils—and

know how far-reaching his mind travels. 
I know how interested he is in solving 
the problems, not of the big, tremendous 
institutions, but of the small manufac- 
turer and the man in the street. 


HERE is, however, one big unfavor- 

able angle, and that is the financial 
situation abroad. We have seen how 
remarkably well the Federal Reserve 
System worked out in this country. You 
know that by its aid we passed success- 
fully through a very trying period. But 
the Federal Reserve System does not 
allow discounts beyond ninety days. 
Therefore, if you want credit of six months 
or more, it is impossible to obtain it be- 
cause the banks cannot rediscount above 
ninety days. Furthermore, our banking 
capital is so badly needed in this country 
that it would be unwise to use it else- 
where. We can see, therefore, that now 


is the time to bring in new capital, which 
ean be used to finance the country’s 
export trade. 


‘Your export customer is anxious to 
buy, but he cannot, because he can- 
not pay for the goods in dollars now. Note 
Australia, for instance. Australia needs 
automobiles. There are no dollars in 
Australia now to pay for these auto- 
mobiles, but Australia has $25,000,000 
worth of perfectly good, high-grade under- 
lying securities, the product of human 
effort in that country, which she is willing 
to pledge. If we had a means of taking 
these securities, we could sell $25,000,000 
worth of automobiles in Australia, and 
so keep the workmen in Detroit on the job. 


rI‘HE executive is only the salesman 
and the spokesman for his workmen. 
It is his duty to find a market for the 
time of his workmen and bring back to 
them payrolls, when his workmen give 
him the full day’s work. If they do not 
give the full day’s work, then it will 
result to their detriment. The organiza- 
tion of the Foreign Trade Financing 
Corporation is a step in the right direc- 
tion. It was not formed to save Europe 
or save anybody else. Its purpose is 
simply to help create a market for the 
American workman’s time and _ labor, 
by carrying this work on to its ultimate 
consumer. 
E HAVE in the past been a debtor 
nation. Our quick transition to a 
creditor nation reversed our position. 
Creditor selling is entirely different from 
debtor selling. As has been done in the 
past in the case of Phoenecia, Holland, 
England and France, we should have 
gradually absorbed direct securities to 
cover this trade balance which accumu- 
lated. But on account of the rapidity 
of the transition, we could not do so. It 
is necessary to find a means of absorbing 
these securities. 


‘THE problem is so immense that it 
cannot be solved individually, but 
requires collective thought and action. 
The problem is so big that it is not a 
banker’s problem, but the problem of 
the whole people. You can not say, 
when you want to cross the ocean, 
that you will take your little rowboat 





and go. But if a number of people get 
together aboard a big liner, it is very 
The same thing is true 
of this proposition. The question of get- 
ting a billion dollars is very small. It is 
a question of whether America is really 
educated enough—far 
along to get behind this proposi-

—far enough to say to these executives, 
“After you have looked into this proposi- 
tion thoroughly, we will put our money 
into it.” America is a producing nation. 
But a producing nation cannot long sur- 
vive unless it is a saving nation. Only 
thus can we master this economic problem.

Its standing 
in the community is injured if there is any 
indication that the club is receiving un- 
earned boosting from a newspaper. There 
again we get back to the fundamental 
idea that alleged publicity should be 
confined to meritorious news. 

A newspaper man, however, is in a 
position to serve a club in a manner which 
eventually leads to newspaper recognition. 
He is in touch with men and events and 
can often make it possible, through ad- 
vance information, to procure desirable 
attractions. He is also in a good position 
to grasp opportunities for service the club 
can give which would add to its prestige.

Publicity in this sense is there- 
fore seen as a stimulus to service.

fh best sort of publicity is to 
do things worth while. A club 
seeking to establish itself merely 
through frequent mention in the 
newspapers is not building on a 
substantial foundation. Real ac- 
complishments are good news 
which a newspaper is glad to pub- 
lish and this is the sort of so-called 
publicity that means something 
and makes for prestige. Once 
prestige is achieved the activities 
of a club become news that is 
sought for. From this it is seen 
that many clubs work from the 
wrong end—they seek publicity 
to gain prestige rather than estab- 
lishing prestige through their work 
for public good and by the latter 
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HEREIN he discourses upon things pertinent to the best 
interests of Kiwanis and beneficial toindividual members. 




































Impressions 


HAT do you recall of the ancient city of Hercu- 
laneum? 

Almost two thousand years ago Mt. Vesuvius, 
which towered above this fine little city, decided to have 
a blow-out. At almost the first cough of the volcano, 
Herculaneum was covered to the depth of more than a 
hundred feet in mud. This was covered with ashes, which 
in turn was overflowed by a tide of lava. 

Centuries passed, another city was built on the ruins of 
Herculaneum and it was forgotten until a citizen of the 
new city, digging a well, discovered old Herculaneum. 

Modern archaeologists have made extensive exploration 
there, to see what manner of civilization existed in a city 
which was overwhelmed, all standing, as it were. 

In the course of their digging in this hardened coating 
of mud one of the workmen broke into a cavity and the 
wise old scientist who conducted the explorations stopped 
“him at once. Preparing a barrel of liquid plaster-of-paris 
he poured this through the small opening made by the 
workmen and then, giving it time to set, he dug around 
the plaster and found a perfect reproduction of a man who 
once had existed. 

In the two thousand years intervening, this Hercu- 
lanean’s clothing, flesh and bones had disintegrated but 
left there in the clay of his day was a perfect cast of the 
man, his clothing and his weapons. Today we examine 


this plaster-cast and know what manner of man walked the - 


streets of Herculaneum, two thousand years ago. 


The man or the institution has never existed on the 
face of this earth, which did not leave an imprint on the 
times. It may not have been caught in the mud of Her- 
culaneum but it is caught and carried on down through 
the mental processes of time and two thousand years from 
now may show the inquiring savant what manner of man 
lived in this day. 

Some historian of our day will, in the distant future, 
consider Kiwanis and its influence on the civilization of 
our time. | 

Should the records of achievement of your particular 
club fall into his hands would it be a representative rec- 
ord? Is your club living up to its opportunities for build- 
ing? Would you be willing that your club should be in- 
vestigated as a fair sample of what the ideals of Kiwanis 
represent in our civilization? 

Or perhaps#to make the thought a bit more personal, 
would you Pefwilling that this future investigator should 
take your Kgwanis life as a fair sample of Kiwanis 
activity, Krwanis standards and Kiwanis achievement? 

It is a wafth-while thought because you must first 
mesh your own life and mentality with Kiwanis ideals. 
This accomplished, it is your next duty to use your in- 
fluence in your own club to get it as far from a mere lunch- 
eon club as is possible and as close to the best Kiwanis 
principles as possible. 

KIwANIs must grow from the inside out, not from the 
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outside in. The sturdy oak counts its size from the first 
ring in its heart, made by the tiny twig which began it. 
The other layers go on outside of that first core. 

No good building can be done with material from a 
tree which is not sound at the heart. 

The heart of Kiwanis is the mind of the individual 
KIWANIAN. 

The next layer on top of this is the local club. 

On this again lies the district organization. 

Yet again on this is the International. 

But each succeeding layer depends for its strength on 
the sound heart of the whole and this lies in the individual 
KrwaNniAnN. And you? Are you a fair sample?

Several of the Krwanis Cuiuss have realized this point 
and have entertained farmers’ conventions, fought for 
better roads and for better public markets. Any en- 
couragement given to agricultural colleges, agricultural 
conventions, stock shows, county fairs and to the farmer 
generally is fine Kiwanis building and good Kiwanis 
doctrine.

The debate is not which was first, Civitan or Gyro, 
Optimist or Exchange, Rotary or Kiwanis any more than 
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it is worth while to debate whether the hen or the egg was 
first. 

Soth hen and egg have added much to human happi- 
ness, so the hen should not refuse to set on the egg or 
the egg refuse to hatch out another hen. 

All too often clubs along similar lines believe in co- 
operation and boosting but limit it to their own member- 
ship. The fallacy is too obvious for comment. 

Close cooperation between clubs of the same nature 
avoids duplication of effort. Close harmony between 
such clubs means a better city and a good example. 

There is little debate on the point that no man should 
be a member of two such clubs. They are too nearly 
along the same lines for a member to render good service 
to both. It seems only fair to all that there should be no 
duplication of membership. 

It is best for the member, best for the club and best for 
the city that any business or professional man select 
the club which seems to him best and then get so firmly 
intrenched in it that he is ready to do friendly battle 
with all the other clubs in his town, as to which can, 
does and will do the best work to make that town an 
ideal one. Friendly rivalry by all means; duplication of 
membership never. 
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The greatest discouragement to a modern 
writer is to recall that Socrates summed up 
his life study in two words, ‘‘Know thy- 
self,”’ and that the history of the creation 
of the world was written by Moses in less 
than seven hundred words. 





Public Affairs Committees 

All that has been written in the foregoing editorial 
applies with greater force to the various Public Affairs 
Committees of the several organizations. 

If Boards of Trade, Chambers of Commerce and all 
these civic clubs would hold joint meetings of their Public 
Affairs Committees and this committee as a whole would 
constitute itself a clearing house for civic advancement 
ideas, much chaff would be winnowed and much real 
grain garnered. 

Just as the war-chest idea has worked out well in public 
charity so also would joint meetings of these committees 
tend to bring the organizations closer, eliminate waste 
and useless effort and benefit the city where they were 
held.

In every business interest, in every interest of civiliza- 
tion the states are linked with Canada just as in Krwanis. 
Let these links never be weakened, let them be forged 
yet tighter and tighter by uniting this continent in such 
organizations as Krwanits and similar societies. 

The greatest waterways project the world has ever 
known is now under way to open the Great Lakes to 
ocean travel. Consummated, people at Duluth or Chicago 
can embark in their own cities and land in any city in 
»Europe. The development of this continent, the foreign 
marketing of the wheat, ore and other products of the 
West and Northwest hinge on the successful cooperation 
of Canada and the United States in this great continental 
building. 

Just so long as the people of the United States and 
Canada stick close to the point of allowing each to carry 
out his own ideas of government without let or hindrance, 
just so long as the sensible laws of toleration areobserved, 
we, as two countries, will live in peace and harmony.

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April Meeting—The Executive Committee 


By the Secretary 


the meeting of the Executive Committee, held at head- 
quarters on Saturday, April 2. Among the items of 
business transacted were the following: ' 
Policy Regarding Charte Presentations 

The Executive Committee adopted the policy that an officer 
of the District or International units of the Kiwanis organization 
should make each official charter presentation. The District 
Governor will'in each case be designated to make the presentation. 
In the event that neither the Governor nor a Lieutenant Governor 
can present ‘the charter, some officer shall be designated by the 
International organization. 

Proposed Change of Charter Form 

It has been proposed that the present form of our official 
charters be altered to provide a space for the signature of the 
District Governor. It was also suggested that the line on the 
charter regarding ratification by the convention be eliminated. 
The entire matter was referred to the Laws and Regulations 
Committee for study and report. 

Secretaries’ List—The Kiwanis Magazine 

At the Board of Trustees’ meeting in January it was decided 
to run the Secretaries’ list in the back of the magazine only four 
times each year instead of monthly, in order to economize on 
space. The matter of completely eliminating the list and publish- 
ing instead an official directory was discussed and turned down. 
It was decided to publish the list only quarterly. 

Foreign Extension 

The matter of establishing Kiwanis Ciuss elsewhere than on 
the North American continent again received consideration. 
The committee does not deem either present world conditions or 
the state of development of the Krwanis organization auspicious 
for the extension of Kiwanis outside the United States and 
Canada. 


N INE members of the Board of Trustees were present at 


Local Club Assessments 

The committee went on record as fundamentally opposed to 
the raising of funds for any Kiwanis purpose by the assessment 
plan. It is felt that all local obligations of regular character 
should be met out of club funds provided through an adequate 
amount of local club dues. Under no circumstances may per 
capita tax or magazine subscription charges by the International 
organization oe met through any other channel than the regular 


dues. 
Chairman, International Committee Chairmen 


It was proposed that a Chairman of International Committee 
Chairmen be named to preside over the Chairmen of International 
Committees. The Executive Committee deemed it inadvisable 
to further expand our present organization machinery and did 
not approve this suggestion. 

Conference, Field Representatives 

Tt was proposed early in the convention year that a conference 
of Field Representatives be held as a further step in perfecting 
the education of new KrwaniAns and new KrwanisCuiuss. Cir- 
cumstances which have been beyond our control have been 
responsible for the delay of this conference. It was decided to 
forego holding the conference until the next convention year. 

Attitude Toward Welfare Organizations 

There are three special relief agencies, which have received 

and are receiving the support of the people at this time—Near 


East Relief, Hoover’s European Relief and China Famine Fund. 
European Relief was recommended to our local Kiwanis Ciuss 
by President Barnett. In view of this action by our President 
the other two relief organizations sought endorsement. 

In view of the fact that “endorsement,” as defined for Kiwanis 
by resolution adopted at the Portland Convention, means that 
International Kiwanis is ready to throw its active support to 
the endorsed organization, it was deemed inadvisable to give any 
formal endorsement. It was, however, decided to recommend 
that local Kiwanis Ciuss favorably consider these three relief 
organizations in their appeal!for funds to be used in behalf of the 
stricken peoples of the world. 


American Legion Request 


The American Legion requested that United States Krwanis 
Ciuss assist them in their efforts to improve the condition 
of disabled ex-soldiers. The first step in the program to better 
existing conditions among disabled ex-service men is to learn 
what the exactfconditions are, in each city, through a proper 
investigation. It is understood that Rotary Clubs and other 
organizations have been called upon to assist in investigating 
present conditions. 

It was decided by the Executive Committee to heartily approve 
the effort of the American Legion in this connection and to eall 
upon United States Kiwanis CuLuss to assist the American Red 
Cross and other agencies, which are lending their efforts, in 
ascertaining exact conditions. If an investigation is not planned 
or being conducted in any community it is recommended that a 
proper Kiwanis CiusB committee be appointed to undertake 
this work. If an investigation is already under way and Kiwanis 
assistance is desired, we should associate ourselves in this com- 
mendable effort. 

New Kiwanis District Proposition 


The Kiwanis Cius of Memphis, Tenn., proposed that a new 
Kiwanis district be formed with Memphis as a center. Such a 
plan would require the division of two existing Kiwanis districts. 
The matter was laid before the two Kiwanis districts which 
would suffer a loss of territory by such a plan. Both districts 
took the position that they did not feel that the time was oppor- 
tune for considering such a change and that the division of one 
or two Kiwanis districts to form a new district seemed to them a 
darigerous policy and a precedent to establish. The Executive 
Committee concurred in this feeling and did not approve the plan. 


Constitutional Amendments 


The Laws and Regulations Committee, through Chairman 
-atterson, presented a report regarding proposed constitutional 
amendments which was adopted. The amendments proposed 
by the Board will be included with any amendments proposed 
by local clubs and districts in a pamphlet which will be in the 
hands of each local club President and Secretary on or before 
May 21. 


Successor to the Secretary 


The Special Committee on Secretary made a report and plans 
were made for further work. The President resigned as Chairman 
of the committee and designated V. M. Johnson as Chairman, 
adding Ellwood J. Turner to the committee to serve with Mr. John- 
son and Mr. Pearson.

newspaper recognition; should member- 
ship be solicited, or privilege extended; 
should clubs put on shows or other enter- 
tainments to raise funds; would it be ad- 
visable to restrict membership to maximum 
number; how to get concerted action out 
of District Trustees; district finances; 
joint meetings with other organizations 
for ‘‘Round Table’ talks; where do poli- 
tics begin, and where do they end; On-to- 
Cleveland Committee. 

At 1:30 the delegates were given an auto- 
mobile ride over the city by local K1rwan- 
rans. At 3:15 p. m. the conference re- 
convened with Governor Roberts presiding. 

It was decided that the 1921 District 
Conference be called to be held in Mem- 
phis, Tennessee, September 8 and 9, this 
date being subject to change by the District 
Governor. Ms 

The Secretary was instructed to ascer- 
tain the amount due from each club for 
the year of 1920, also to ascertain amounts 
due to officers and trustees for that year. 

It was the decision of this body that 
each Secretary be asked ;to mail one of 
their weekly programs to every other 
club in the district each week; this mailing 
list to be furnished by the District Secretary. 

Governor Roberts was requested to ad- 
dress a communication to each District 
Trustee, setting forth their duties and 
showing them the absolute necessity for 
their functioning. 

At this point, Trustee Weis, of Mur- 
freesboro, extended 
through this medium 
an invitation to every 
KIwaNniIan in the 
district to attend 
their charter presenta- 
tion exercises at Mur- 
freesboro, on April 19. 

The conference Very 
much enjoyed the 
presence of Interna- 
tional Trustee, James 
E. Pearson, Jr., of 
Louisville, Kentucky, 
who madea very valu- 
able talk to the dele- 
gates and who was 
appealed to in many 
eases to express his 
views on the many 
questions that were 
discussed and the dele- 
gates expressed them- 
selves as being very 
materially helped by 
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reason of his presence and talk. 


Governor Roberts read a communica- 


tion from International Headquarters 
setting forth the proposed organization 
of the Tri-state District. This matter 
was discussed at great length, as to what 
action in the premises would bring to 
Kiwanis the largest benefit, and the con- 
census of opinion being for various and 
sundry reasons that Kiwanis at large 
would be more widely benefited in gen- 
eral, and the Kentucky-Tennessee District 
more benefited directly, if the proposed 
Tri-state District not be formed as out- 
lined, and that the conference go on record 
as disapproving in a general way this prop- 
Osition, but in view of the fact that the 
affected portion of the district was not 
represented in the conference, that no 
final action be taken in the premises. 

The following Committee Chairmen 
were named by Governor Roberts: Busi- 
ness Methods—Russell Broaddus, Louis- 
ville, Ky.; Classification—B. B. Mann, 
Henderson, Ky.; Convention Program— 
George Mahan, Memphis, Tenn.; Educa- 
tion— President Morrison, Lexington, Ky.; 
Grievance—E. O. Harris, Nashville, Tenn.; 
Inter-city Relations—W. S. Manning, 
Ashland, Ky.; Public Affairs—Garnet 
Hedge, Athens, Tenn.; Publicity—Sam 
Henderson, Knoxville, Tenn. 

It was the Governor’s idea that the 
committeemen to serve under the above 
named Chairmen would be designated at 
a later date, and notice of same be sent 
to each one. 

There was served to all visiting dele- 
gates, who were able to stay over for the 
evening, a dinner and a jolly good time at 
the Whittle Springs Golf and Country 
Club, and each of the attending delegates 
expressed themselves as delighted with 
the day.

of four more. Taken as a whole the work 
in Indiana is progressing with all the old- 
time vim and vigor which has character- 
ized the activities of the district during 
the past two years under Governor J. L. 
MeCulloch’s leadership. 

The Governor and his three Lieutenant 
Governors appear to be tireless in their 
work in behalf of Kiwanis, and their 
example has served to fire the hearts 
of the rank and file in the district with 
the same determination not only to spread 
the gospel of Krwanis ideas and ideals, 
but to make Krwants a real factor in the 
daily civie and industrial life of the forty 
communities in Hoosierdom. There may 
have been a time when some of the K1- 
wanis Ciuss in the district thought 
that their first duty was to do justice to 
big weekly luncheons, pass a few sonorous 
resolutions perhaps and then lapse into 








innocuous desuetude until the next feast 
came to hand. But that time has long 
passed and its practices could only be 
revived over the dead bodies of several 
thousand red-blooded KiwantAns. 

What Kiwanis really stands for is well 
expressed by a statement made by Gover- 
nor McCulloch at the chartering of the 
Laporte Krwanis Cius on March 10:

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Bridgeport was the only town not 
represented at the Providence meeting.

By unanimous vote it was decided, at 
Providence, to adopt a budget of $2,700 
for the year, largely to care for the expense 
of extension work in the district.

The chair- 
man of the On-to-Cleveland Committee 
is speaking to the various clubs, and feels 
assured of about 250 members and their 
wives for the ‘New England Special” west- 
bound in June. One club, New Haven, 
says it will go to Cleveland by auto, 200 or 
more atrong. 

One club has had better than 90% at- 
tendance in two of the three meetings held 
in March. It is organized in squads of 
ten, and the captain of: every squad calls 
up his men on the morning of the date of 
meeting. This club is going to try for 100 
per cent at one of the meetings before the 
drive ends.

Every effort is being made to have com- 
mittees functioning where each club may 
profit generally. The way their chairman 
reported we are now in action and results 
will soon assert themselves. 


The district is planning to send out a 
big representation to Cleveland probably 
by chartered boat from Buffalo without 
autos, one big party.

In the flood of weekly luncheon circulars 
which passed over the District editorial desk 
in the last month it would seem that every 
Kiwanis Civus in the organization had 
realized that no organization can prosper 
without plenty of money on which to 
operate. 


Kiwanis, young and untried, began 
with dues of five and ten dollars a year, 
and perhaps it was just as well. The men 
going into these clubs knew nothing of 
the organization and did not of course 
realize its possibilities for good in a com- 
munity. 


Once in and working, all clubs realized 
that the dues were too low for so high-class 
an organization and. one by one, as they 
builded for good in the community, they 
realized the need of more money on which 
to operate. 


Now the Krwanis Cuivus, with dues 
under twenty dollars a year, is the excep- 
tion rather than the rule. In the old days 
of low dues the assessment of the members 
for small affairs of both a social and civic 
nature was common, but with the higher 
dues the officers can proceed without an- 
noying the membership for small donations 
of a dollar each. 


We are strong advocates of higher dues 
The character of the membership of 
Kiwanis Cuiuss is such that the matter 
of a five- or ten-dollar bill makes no 
particular difference to them one way or 
the other, yet when these ten-dollar. bills 
aré multiplied by the one or two hundred 
members of the club they make a sum of 
sufficient size that the officers can do big 
things with it.

\ N AGGRESSIVE civic step which has attracted world-wide attention to Cleveland :— Hunan onion amine 
A “T” shaped tract of land approximating 104 acres in the heart of the city, and 
own as the “Mall” will ultimately contain all of Cleveland’s municipal buildings. The Ano ther Group ce 
Federal building, costing $3,875,000, the Cuyahoga County Court House, costing $4,- i 
500,000 and the City Hall costing $3,330,000 are already occupied. A public auditorium, 
timated cost $5,000,000, is under construction.

Cleveland's Park and Boulevard System extending like a girdle around the greater 

irt of the city, has hardly a rival in America. Deep ravines, natural water falls, fine old 
forests and the shore of a Great Lake, combine to give these pleasure grounds rare charms 
for lovers of nature. Twenty Parks, with more than 44 miles of well paved driveways 
ind boulevards, comprising 2,420 acres, make up this great system, which contains 
14 Children’s Play Grounds, 40 Base Ball Diamonds, 63 Tennis Courts, 14 Skating 
Ponds, 15 Gridirons, and a sporty 18-hole Golf Course. The more popular parks are: 
2 Brookside Park, at Fulton Rd., which contains a swimming pool accommodating 
500 bathers, artificial lake for boating and ice skating, tennis courts, baseball diamonds, 
:tural amphitheatre or stadium, capacity 150,000 people; picnic grounds, refreshment 
ths, children’s play grounds, Zoological Garden. 

Edgewater Park having 6,000 feet frontage on Lake Erie, contains expansive lawns, 
ady walks and driveways, athletic grounds, dancing pavilion, children’s play grounds, 
freshment stands and picnic grounds, beautiful bathing pavilion and beach. : 

Gordon Park. East Side, 113 acres. On theshore of Lake Erie. Expansive lawns, : 
idy woods, athletic field, boating, bathing beach, refreshment booths ; 

Liberty Row. An avenue of red oaks, dedicated May 30, 1919, to the memory of : 
835 Cleveland boys who gave their lives in the World War. Extends for 9 miles from : 

ike Erie at Gordon Park along the parkways out over Shaker Heights. 

Monumental Park. Commonly called the ‘Public Square.’’ Contains 4.4 acres in 
e heart of the business section. 90 per cent of the street cars reaching the downtown 

section pass through the Public Square. The Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Monument occupies 
he center of the southeast section. 

Rockefeller Parkway. East Side, 280 acres. Connects Wade Park and Gordon 
Park. This picturesque ravine through which flows Doan Brook was the gift of John D. 
Rockefeller and converted by the city into one of Cleveland's play spots, is noted far its 
natural beauty. 

Shakespeare Garden. Upon the upper (east) driveway in Rockefeller Parkway, 

rth of Superior Ave., near North Blvd. This garden, similar in plan to the English 
gardens of Shakespeare’s time, was dedicated in April, 1916, as a tercentenary com- 
nemoration of the death of Shakespeare. Interesting features of this garden: a bust of ; 
Shakespeare; a sundial, the gift of Robert Mantell; a mulberry tree, a cutting from one 
planted by Shakespeare at his home; roses and vines from the traditional tomb of Juliet at 
Verona, Italy. 

Wade Park. East Side, 86 acres. Euclid Ave., near East 107th St. Shaded walks 
and driveways, fine old trees, rose gardens, artificial lake, tennis courts, boating, roque 
courts and site of the Cleveland Museum of Art. Facing the Euclid Ave. entrance of 
Wade Park are the numerous buildings of Western Reserve University and the Case 
School of Applied Science. 

League Park. Lexington Ave. at East 66th St. Grounds of the Cleveland Baseball 
Company where American League games are played and where the world pennant last 
year was won. 

Euclid Beach Park. Upon the shore of Lake Erie, 8% miles east of the Public 
Square, is one of the best known recreation parks in the world. Under a refined atmos- 
phere, facilities for amusement and entertainment of children and adults are available, 
including boating, bathing, dancing, baseball, hand ball, roller skating, bowling, motion 
pictures, circle swing, roller coaster, etc. Picnic grounds and restaurant in connection. 

Luna Park. Conveniently and ideally located on Woodland Ave., at Woodhill :

RCADES. Between East 4th St. and East 9th St. are three interesting Arcades con- = 

necting Euclid Ave. and Prospect Ave., known as the ‘“‘Colonial,”’ the‘‘Euclid,” and the 
“‘Taylor.”” Between the Public Square and East 6th St., extending from Superior Ave. to 
Euclid Ave., is a most unique building known as ‘‘The Arcade.” Small shops occupy the 
ground floors of these buildings. 


Banking Districts. Many of Cleveland’s representative banking institutions may be 
visited by strolling along Euclid Ave. between Public Square and East 9th St. and upon 
Superior Ave. from East 6th St. to West 9th St. 


The new Detroit-Superior High Level Bridge, the largest double deck reinforced 
concrete bridge in the world connects Superior and Detroit Aves. Its center span, 591 
feet long and 95 feet above the lake level, is of nickel steel. Length of bridge, 2,880 feet, 
width, 8114 feet and cost $5,407,000. The lower level provides space for six street car 
tracks while the upper is for vehicles and pedestrians. From the upper level of the : 
bridge may be had a most wonderful view of Lake Erie, the breakwater, piers and light- E 
houses, steam and sailing vessels from large freighters to little sand barges, blast furnaces, 
foundries, flour mills and grain elevators. Mammoth plants of wholesale hardware and 
grocery establishments may be seen upon the adjacent higher ground. Deeply interesting 
also is the complex, massive and powerful machinery, more than human in operation and 
accomplishment, located below the westerly end of the bridge, by which ordinary coal cars 
are overturned and contents emptied into lake freighters, the operation consuming about 
90 seconds per car. 

Federal Reserve Bank. Main floor, Williamson Building, corner Public Square 
and Euclid Ave. Largely because of its reputation for sound banking practices, as well as 
recognition of the fact that it is the fourth city in the United States as a financial center 
and bids fair to become increasingly important, Cleveland was chosen as the location 
for the Federal Reserve Bank of the Fourth District. Property has been acquired at the 
northeast corner of Superior Ave. and East 6th St. upon which to erect a new home for 
this bank. 

Freight Terminal. One of the world’s largest and most efficient local freight stations 
is the Orange Ave. freight terminal of the New York Central Railroad, located at Orange 
Ave. and E, 15th St. A 344 mile branch from Belt Line, with 1,000-car yard, serves the 
piant. (Of special interest to transportation men and engineers.) 

Harbor, Breakwater and Municipal Piers. Cleveland has over 14 miles of lake front- 
age. t Its harbor is protected by a breakwater five and three-quarter miles in length, cost- 
ing approximately $6,000,000. From its Municipal Piers, at the foot E. 9thSt.,are operated 
the magnificent passenger steamers of The C. & B. Transit Co., The D. & C. Navigation 
Co., and The Cleveland Erieau Steamship Co. 

Ice Skating and Hockey Matches—Elysium. Euclid Ave. at East 107th St. Artifi- 
cial ice skating and hockey matches by players of international reputation. Season early 
fall to late spring. 

U.S. Postal Aviation Field. St. Clair Ave. at East 168th St. (adjoining the airplane 
plant of the Glenn L. Martin Co.) contains approximately 160 acres, “‘L’’ shaped. United 
States mail planes arrive daily (except Monday) from Chicago about 12 noon and from 
New York about 12:30 p. m. and depart for Chicago and New York about 8:30 a. m. 


Warrensville Farm represents Cleveland’s widely known welfare work. Upon 
this municipally owned farm of 2,000 acres are located buildings of mission style archi- 
tecture for the care and treatment of tubercular patients; home for aged and infirm men 
and women, with cottages where old couples may spend their last years together; a 
municipal work house, or house of correction, with ample fields for the employment of its 
inmates at out-of-door labor during open weather and shops for winter work. The farm, 
representing a present value of $2,500,000, is located upon one of the highest tracts of : 
land in Cuyahoga County and 8 miles from the center of the city. :

1922 International Convention 


Fort Worth, Texas, Atlanta, Ga., and Toronto, Ontario, 
Canada, Extend Official Invitations 


Article V, Section 1, International Constitution 


“A convention of the Kiwanis Club shall be 
held once each calendar year at such time and 
place as shall be determined by the Board of 
Trustees, said determination to be effected not 
less than ninety (90) days prior to the date of said 
convention. In determining the place of con- 
vention the Board of Trustees may be guided 
and advised by the majority vote of the qualified 
delegates of the several chartered clubs present 
and voting at the whe ase’ annual convention 
on the question of the location of the succeeding 
convention. 

All proposals by, or invitations from, Chartered 
Kiwanis Clubs relating to the location of an 
annual convention of the Kiwanis Club, shall 
be made direct to the Secretary in writing, not 
later than ninety (90) days ior to the date of 
‘the annual convention to which such proposals 


or invitations will be submitted. It shall be the 
duty of the Secretary to publish such proposals 
in condensed form in The Kiwanis Magazine at 
least thirty days prior to the date of such annual 
convention.”’ 


N ACCORDANCE with the above 

constitutional provision, we announce 
that the Kiwanis Cuiuss of Fort Worth, 
Texas, Atlanta, Ga., and Toronto, Ontario, 
Canada, officially filed their invitations to 
International Kiwanis to hold the 1922 
convention in their respective cities, 
within the prescribed time limit.

Who is Responsible ? 


Functioning groups of men are like 
machinery—every man has his particular 
place wherein he fits. Once out of it the 
whole machine may work, but it won’t 
work as it would if every part were there. 
Nothing new in such an idea, true, but 
perhaps it has never occurred to many 


” 
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KrIwaNIAns that while they themselves 
are filling their places with an efficiency 
mark of 100 per cent they are working at a 
disadvantage because some fellow KrwAan- 
IAN isn’t. The one part out of the 
machine puts an undue strain on the other 
functioning parts. The machine cannot 
put its own parts back in order. It re- 
quires a@ mechanician. Kiwanis CLUBS 
which are functioning with the exception 
of one or two members, in turn, need 3 
mechanician. They need inspection, diag- 
nosis, replacement, and oiling. 

The one thing which will do this is 
alertness. Be ‘‘on the job’ when it comes 
to discovering a backward member. He 
may have been a “knocker,’’ and unsociable 
fellow, a grouch, a pessimist, and yet have 
the elements of a good scout. He must 
have had at one time or he would never 
have gotten into Kiwanis. NOBODY IS 
IMPOSSIBLE! Some place about that 
seemingly impossible person is a vulnerable 
spot. It can be found by alertness. A 
careful handling of the man in question 
may make him a valuable unit again in 
the Kiwanis machine. It may be his 
fault that he needs replacement, but he 
certainly is entitled to the best combined 
and individual efforts of his fellow K:- 
WANIANS. There lies the first responsi- 
bility—not on the man himself. Krwants 
is a social unit of our civilization. Its mis- 
sion is to prove to the selfish individual 
that life itself only runs smoothly where 
its individual units are working for the 
good of the big machine. ‘‘We build,” 
but we also preserve. 

The Department of Service to New

N LOOKING over the club luncheon 
| notices which come into this office, 

we are impressed with the large num- 
ber of clubs which have entered enthu- 
siastically into the Attendance Contest. 
Many of the local organizations report 
increased attendance and an added inter- 
est in the affairs of Kiwanis due to this 
contest. We are particularly impressed 
with the enthusiasm and earnestness of 
the officers of the clubs and with the ac- 
tivities of the Entertainment, Program, 
Attendance, and Reeeption Committees 
as evidenced in these notices. The officers 
and the men making up these committees 
realize how important attendance is in 
a Kiwants Cius and spend much time 
and energy in making the weekly meetings 
as attractive as they can. Therefore, it is 
discouraging to them when members stay 
away for trivial reasons. A large attend- 
ance is necessary to the success of a club. 
If only a few come to the meetings, all 
the work of the various committees con- 
cerned is practically wasted. Empty 
chairs are depressing and cause lack of 
enthusiasm. Not only that, but in many 
eases it means a financial loss to the 
elub when members stay away without 
notifying the Secretary beforehand, as the 
club has to pay the hotel for preparing 
for a certain number of men. 


OR attendance affects the work of the 
whole district since the district offi- 


eers depend upon the local clubs to carry 


on the work of Kiwanis in their part of 
the country. An organization with irregu- 
lar attendance lacks spirit and “‘pep’’ and 
cannot be depended on to do its share of 
the work. 


N THE other hand, a large attendance 

in itself creates a feeling of success, 
optimism, and power which helps a club 
enter buoyantly and whole-heartedly into 
its undertakings. Thus things are ac- 
complished with ease and dispatch. 


i ke SHOULD not be necessary for those 
who get out the luncheon notices to 
implore and beseech certain members to 
attend the meetings, and it would not be 
necessary if every KiwAntAn had the true 
spirit of Kiwanis. Krwanis is a compara- 
tively new organiztion. We are just now 
putting in the foundations. If all of us 
try to live up to the Kiwanis ideals and 
actively do our share of building, the possi- 


‘bilities and power for good of our organ- 


ization are beyond measure. One of the 
things which the individual Kiwanran 
can best do to forward Kiwanis is to help 
secure better attendance for his local club. 
It is up to you, Mr. Individual Krwan1an, 
to attend every meeting you possibly can 
yourself. Take part in it and make sug- 
gestions! If you are a newcomer in the 
town, do not be backward in the club. 
You, perhaps, have some new ideas whieh 
will be very welcome and _ beneficial.

The Identification 


Plan 


Round trip tickets to the Cleveland 
Convention will be sold on the Identifi- 
eation Certificate Plan. Under this plan 
the passenger associations provide the 
organization with a quantity of identifi- 
cation certificates to be furnished to mem- 
bers for their use in securing the reduced 
rate at the local railway ticket office. 


How to Secure a Certificate 


On the standard hotel reservation 
request blank, a facsimile of which appear- 
ed in the April issue of the Krwanis 
MaGazIng, is provided a space in which 
to indicate whether the applicant will 
arrive in Cleveland by rail, water or 
automobile. To all Kiwantans' who 
indicate on the blank that they will 
arrive by rail will be.sent, direct from 
the Cleveland Convention office of the 
International Organization one of the 
“identification certificates.” 

One certificate will entitle the bearer 
a KrwaniAn, to the. reduced rate in 
accordance with the accompanying sche- 
dule not only for himself but for his 
family as well. 

Let it be definitely understood that 
no certificates will be furnished by any 
other method than outlined above. All 
you have to do to secure a certificate is 
to make sure your application for a hotel 
reservation has gone forward to the Cleve- 
land Hotel Committee through your local 
Secretary. 

No certificates will be sent out until 
after May 1, so wait until May 15 before 
you write about any delay in securing 
your certificate.

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SAVANNAH, GA., is using every effort 
to put over some big propositions—to 
abolish the Fee System of county officials, 
as it develops that their yearly fees are 
about ten times what a fair salary would 
be; the expansion of the city limits of 
Savannah; to change the city government 
from Mayor and Council to the mana- 
gerial form; to use the Australian ballot 
and precinct voting, and to obtain a 
sufficient fund to provide milk for the 
needy children of its city during the sum- 
mer. It has had very good results in 
rate adjustment for the port of Savannah 
through its Washington representative 
and on one particular occasion, a resolu- 
tion from its club was read in the Senate 
and the adjustment was made as requested, 
sv it appears that it is becoming a power 
in its section. 

At the time of going to press it was work- 
ing on the amalgamation of a new club 
in a nearby city and was taking a large 
delegation also to Vidalia, Ga., for a pre- 


sentation of a charter there.

CHICAGO, ILL. On Thursday, March 
10, at a regular noon luncheon meeting, 
the members of the Kiwanis Cuius of 
Chicago voted to sponsor the summer 
eamp of the Camp Fire Girls of Chicago.
